The National Institute of Drycleaning, through its trade rela- 
tions program, .is working on a National Claim Adjustment 
Code. The plan sets up depreciation factors for various gar- 
ments: takes the guesswork out of claims. Under this arrange- 
ment claims could be made in some relationship to the amount 
of service the garment has already produced. 

As first reported in the April 1958 NationaL CLEANER & Dyer, 
the code would operate similarly to auto depreciation or on the 
basis by which fire claims are paid. To make the plan work will 
require the closest cooperation on the part of fiber producers, 
garment manufacturers and the retail clothing stores, as well as 
the Better Business Bureaus and the drycleaners themselves

They reduced their call office to just 
a tew square feet. because the main 
idea behind the drive-through was to 
offer the patrons service right at their 
cars. Large signs request customers 
to remain in their cars. An air hose 
across the driveway activates a bell 
inside the plant when the car wheels 
pass over it. The bell signals the fact 
that whoever is working at the “coun 
ter” should go out to take care of the 
custome! 

At first the patrons didn’t get the 
idea, but after a few weeks at least 80 
percent were taking advantage of the 
convenience. There is ample space at 
the back end of the property for park- 
ing for those people who want to come 
into the plant to consult with someone 
about special problems 

The drive-through facilities are the 
latest advancement here, but by no 
means the last. Plans are under way to 
open a branch office In the area soon

They devote 3% percent of their 
gross to advertising. The bulk is spent 
on newspaper space, although they 
also use the yellow pages of the classi- 
fied telephone directory as well as a 
“newcomer” service. They are plan- 
ning a continuing direct-mail campaign 
to some 5,000 prospects in their mat 
ket. The promotion will run at least 
six months on a monthly basis. The 
mailing pieces will not only solicit 
business; they will also contain point 
ers on clothes care, the things to con 
sider when buying new apparel and 
other household hints 

In other words, the customer will 
receive sound advice and help to com- 
pensate for reading the “commercial.” 
At appropriate times the commercials 
will be pushing timely sidelines, such 
is water repellent or shirt laundering 
ind the like 

Growth of the plant has not been 
spectacular but sound and_ steady. 
Less than seven years ago there were 
just the two boys, one or two employ- 
ees and a large indebtedness on equip- 
ment in a rented building. Today the 
plant employs seven people, besides 
the partners. Their equipment bills are 
in fine shape and they are well on 
their way toward paying off a mort- 
gage on property that cost about 
$100,000 and is worth far more. 

Perhaps they were lucky, but that’s 
only a part of the story. The real an- 
swer is in faith and ambition plus their 
foresight. Yes, they were lucky . the 
harder they worked, the luckier they

The plant had limited space 
but there was a basement area avail 
able It hae been used for a small 
bookkeeping office and a catch-all for 
supplies, used equipment and old 
pipe 
Joe's first move, in the early spring 
of 1957, was to clean out the debris 
He built an insulated room measuring 
33 feet. The walls and ceiling 
re insulated with 2 inches of fiber 
glass under wood veneerT which has 
been spray-painted with aluminum 
He ilso installed a_ refrigeration 
Window banners and streamers back up di 


unit. The total cost of installation 
t mail and newspaper promotions of box 
ear came to about $1,400 Here is where 


the hard work and enthusiasm came 
into play.) He and his brothers did 
most of the work themselves. They set 
up four slickrails which provide about 
120 lineal feet of storage space. An- 
other rail could be added for an extra 
30 feet of space. 

While this construction was going 
on, Joe was thinking about a promo- 
tion program, too. He decided upon 
a two-pronged approach. He hit his 
immediate market with a direct-mail 
campaign and backed that up with 
newspaper promotions 

The Hanneck Cleaners plant is lo- 
cated in a middle-income and above 
area, made up of apartment houses 
and good residences. To these homes 
and apartments he mailed 3,000 cards 
announcing the new service. This 
mailing covered an area eight blocks 
wide and two miles long, with the 
plant in the center of this “blitz.” 


Sales personnel aid promotion 


He also ran three-column ads 4 and 
5 inches long in a Hebrew newspaper 
as well as one of the dailies. The mail- 
ing cost him about $125 and the other 
parts of the promotion close to $200 
And this included button tags, posters 
and balloons featuring box storage 

His three route salesmen talked up 
the service, as did the counter per- 
sonnel at the plant. As a result, the 
first year he picked up over $2,200 
worth of additional volume. Last vear, 
in 1958, this was nearly 50 percent 
better and Joe 1s looking tor even 
greater gains this spring 

He charges $4.95 a box, plus clean- 
ing costs. If the customer sends more 
than the box will hold, that’s all right 
with Joe He's glad to have the extra 
garments to clean and charge for. Up 
to now he hasn't had dehumidification 
and fumigation facilities, but is about 
to add them to his setup 

This plant does not store the gar 
ments in the boxes. Instead, thev are 
cleaned as they come in, and are hung 
in the storage vault unpressed until 
ordered out by the customer 

Joe is going into his third vear of 
service still using the original cartons 
Ot course he has had to buy more 
boxes because of the increase in vol 
time 

That the idea is working for him is 
no accident. He might have done all 
right in anv case since the area, with 
its crowded closets, has a need for 
this service 

But he made sure it would work 
He prepared his plant to handle the 
work and then through advertising 
let people in on the fact that the serv 
ice was available. From that point on 
enthusiasm and hard work took care 
of the rest.

In a decision by a Louisiana Court 
of Appeal (Shreveport Laundries v. 
Teagle, 139 So. 563) decided in 1932, 
the court recognized that an estab- 
lished cleaning and laundry route is 
to be regarded as existing because of 
two combined factors: (1) satistac- 
torv laundry and cleaning service, (2 
the ingratiating manner of the route- 
man. Since the routeman had con- 
tributed to the establishment of a 
prosperous route, the court refused to 
enforce his agreement not to solicit 
his old patrons within six months after 
the end of his employment. 

Two years later, when the circum- 
stances were a little different, a Flor- 
ida court de cided, int the case of Love 
v. Miami Laundry Co., 160 So. 22: 

“If the driver of a laundry truck 
gains such friendship and confidence 
amongst customers that the customers 
will change laundries when the driver 
changes employment, it is not because 
of the use of any property or property 
rights of the laundry owner, but it is 
because of the driver's God-given ot 
self-cultivated personality and to this 
the employer acquires no property in- 
terest.” 

Most courts have run counter to the 
above decisions and reason that where 
an employer has well-established pa- 
tronage on a route he may reasonably 
provide, in employing a routeman who 
has not vet served the patrons, that 
the latter will not, on the termination 
of his employment, solicit patronage 
on the route for the time that is rea- 
sonably necessary to enable the em- 
ployer to demonstrate to his patrons 
that they will be as capably served as 
while the routeman was on the job 


Verbal Agreement To Insure 


Is a verbal agreement to insure suffi- 
cient to cover a cleaner against loss of 
his patrons’ garments by fire? 


The Connecticut Supreme Court of 
Errors, in the case of Zeller v. Kugell, 
141 Atl. 2d 240, decided that a lower 
court had properly dismissed the fol- 
lowing suit 

The plaintiff, a Connecticut cleaner, 
entrusted servicing of his patron’s gar- 
ments to the defendant. A fire in the 
defendant’s establishment destroyed 
some of the garments, which appar- 
ently was not the defendant’s fault. 

The plaintiff sued for the value of 
the garments on the ground that the 
defendant had agreed to insure thern 
for the plaintiff's benefit. The de- 
fendant denied that any such agree- 
ment existed and the plaintiff offered 
no satisfactory proof.

them. Most often missed was No. 50, 
which read, “Stains are more readily 
absorbed by wool fabrics because of 
the nature of the fiber.” The answer is 
false because wool fabrics have a nat- 
ural tendency to be “water repellent” 
and stains will more readily lie on the 
surface of wool fabrics. This is one 
of the reasons why wool fabrics are 
so easy to spot—because the stains

it leaves the fabric in a neutral state 


Chis is of great value in spotting be 
cause if we leave an acetate fabric in 
an acid condition through the use of 
acids that are not volatile (such as 
oxalic acid, general formula, ete.) 
then we will very likely cause what 
is known as “acid fading.” If we use 
acids that are not volatile they must 
be rinsed very thoroughly. and in 
some cases it is advisable to neutralize 
them with an alkali such as ammonia, 
which also is volatile.

The true-false question ranking 
third in “misses” is No. 28, “Next to 
water, ammonia is the most important 
spotting agent.” No doubt this state- 
ment could stir up quite an argument 
but, like the umpire, “I’ve got to call 
em the way I see ’em.” In this case I 
think that a neutral lubricant (some- 
times referred to as a synthetic deter- 
gent) is more important than am- 
monia and would come next to water 
on my list 

You will note that almost all wet- 
side spotting procedures call for a 
neutral lubricant immediately after 
the use of water. Its penetrating and 
lubricating properties will probably 
do as much for wet-side stain removal 
as anything we do. Certainly ammonia 
is an important spotting agent because 
we often need an alkali, and one that 
is volatile. But on the other hand, 
there are many spotting procedures 
in which an alkali such as ammonia 
must fall far down on the list since an 
alkali may set many stains. It may 
have been a tricky one but the answer 
is false. 

No. 37 also was commonly missed. 
It states, “Chlorine, being slightly al- 
kaline, can be speeded up by the use

Mercurochrome is primarily an acid dye 
stain.

Acid spotting agents and alcohols will 
bleed acetate dyestuffs. 

General Formula is volatile and need not 
be rinsed from the fabric. 

A neutral lubricant or synthetic detergent 
is used as a lubricant on the wet side. 

As long as you have followed the correct 
procedure in removing the stain, any loss 
of color from the garment is not your re- 
sponsibility. 

Acetic acid is of value as an acid spotting 
agent because it evaporates completely. 


Rust removers will dissolve glass and dam- 
age weighted silk. 

Ammonia will speed up the action of hy- 
drogen peroxide. 

Reducing bleaches will neutralize oxidiz- 
ing bleaches. 

Acid spotting agents left in an acetate 
fabric can cause “acid fading.” 

Stains are more readily absorbed by wool 
fabrics because of the nature of the fiber. 
The first step in removing a dye stain from 
a colored garment is to use a stripper. 
Hydrogen peroxide (3 percent) can be 
used to advantage in removing scorch from 
colored wool fabric. 

Digesters are actually enzymes. 

Fingernail polish can usually be removed 
safely from all fabrics by the use of amyl 
acetate (chemically pure). 

Paint is most difficult to remove from 
leather. 

Medicinal stains often contain alcohol that 
affects the color of acetate fabrics, 
Digesters assist in stain removal by con- 
verting insoluble compounds to a soluble 
state. 

Excessive bleaching with an oxidizing 
bleach can result in damage known as 
overoxidation. 

The quick action of potassium perman- 
ganate makes it a good bleach to use on 
white wool.

Proposals: State exactly how the bid 
ders’ proposals should be submitted 
This, too, can be more specifically 
covered later in a “letter of instruc 
tion” to the bidders. This is a good 
place to caution all bidders to thor 
oughly examine the plans and spe 
cifications; if there is any obscurity as 
to the meaning of any parts of the 
specs they should ask for an explana 
tion before submitting their bids. It is 
also a good place to state that the 
owner reserves the right to reject any

Examination of premises: Any pe- 
culiarities about the job should be 
clearly outlined, and all prospective 
contractors should be instructed to 
examine the premises thoroughly be 


tore submitting their proposals. 


Drawings: It is well to point out that 
the drawings and the specifications 
become a part of the contract cover- 
ing each specific portion of work and 
that the reproducible 
prints are to be turned over to and

Shop drawings, samples: Point out 
that shop drawings should be sub- 
mitted, how they should be prepared, 
the numbers of copies to be furnished 
for approval, as well as that approval 
of such drawings does not relieve the 
contractor from responsibility for de 
viations or errors.

the owner an “as built” set of draw- 
ings. Also, require reproducible nega- 
tives or tracings to be furnished on 
all shop or other drawings made dur- 
ing the course of the job, these to be- 
come a permanent record in the file 
of the owner 


Contractor: State that the specifica- 
tions have been divided into separate 
sections to cover various trades or 
materials of construction; that only 
one contractor will be recognized as 
the other party in any such specific 
trade contract; and that such prime 
contractor will be held fully respon- 
sible for all those working under his 
direction. This is a good place to indi- 
cate that such contractor operates as 
an independent contractor and not as 
an employee or agent of the owner 
This last statement is particularly im- 
portant in case of damage claims. 


Subcontractor: Indicate that the prime 
contractor is to sublet all work that he 
is not accustomed to perform or that 
the owner may approve; that he is 
fully responsible for the subcontrac- 
tor’s directions; that he is to notify 
the owner in writing of the names of 
all subcontractors and suppliers; and 
that nothing in the contract docu-

Protection safety: This public health 
and safety heading is very important, 
and under it must be spelled out the 
responsibility of the contractor to pro- 
tect his workmen and the public from 
injury.
